
NEW YORK, July 16 (AP)— 

A Manhattan jeweler was in- 
dicted by a federal grand jury 
Tuesday on charges that he 
spied in this country for the 
Soviet Union. s 

Sarkis O. Paskalian, 36, _ 
resident Lebanese alien, was 
accused of three counts of con- 
spiracy and a fourth count 
which charged he acted as a 
Soviet agent without notifying 
the U.S. government, Foreign 
agents are required to register 
when they are in the United 
States 

One conspiracy count 
charged that there was a 
scheme to transmit national 
defense secrets to Moscow. 
Paskalian could be sentenced 
to life imprisonment if con- 
victed of that count. • 

Convictions on the other 
counts carry penalties of five 
to 10 years. 

Paskalian has been held in 
lieu of $100,0000 bail since his 
arrest in New York on June 
27 U.S. District Court Judge 
Jacob Mishler continued bail 


Tuesday without setting a datej 
for arraignnient. | 

Arrested / - - simultaneously 
with Paskalian was another 
Lebanese native, a distant rel- 
ative, Sahag K. Dedeyan, 41, 
of Rockville, Md., a natural- 
ized American citizen. He is 
free on $20,000 bond. 

When he was an associate' 
mathematician . at Johns 
Hopkins Applied Physics Lab- 
oratory, Dedeyan prepared a 
secret study, /‘Vulnerability 
Analysis: U.S. Reinforcement 
of NATO/ 

Paskalian is accused of pho- 
tographing the study with a 
camera supplied by Eduard B. 
Charchyan, an official of the 
Soviet Mission to the United 
Nations, and of passing the 
material on to Russian agents. 

Charchyan has left the coun- 
try. . ; . ■ 

The FBI said Paskalian was 
recruited as a Russian spy in 
1962 and was later sent to the 
United States with instruc- 
tions to contract Dedeyan and 
“develop a close relationship 
with him/ 
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
